Reno has one of the best 
musicians in America, alady whose 
hand and voice are always ready 
at the call of duty. For nearly 
twenty years she has lived in Reno, 
and during all that time her talents 
have been at the service of the 
mourners in their hour of sorrow, 
or the merry at weddings or festi- 
vals. She bas woven the sweet 
sounds into music for the worship 
of God almost ever since Trinity 
Church was started, and itis cer- 
tainly due to her to have a better 
instrument. It will add to the in- 
terest of every occasion, increase 
the size of the congregations, up- 
build the morals of the town and 
add to the strength of the church. 
For all these reasons and out of 
respect for Miss Quaiffe, let the 
Easter offering of 1891 be worthy 
the day and the cccasion. 


In less than two weeks the law 
imposing an import duty on sugar 
will be abolished and the free 
sugar clause of the McKinley bill 
will be in effect. The present duty, 
amounting to 21-2 cents per pound 
upon an article not produced in 
this country except in small quan- 
tities, will no longer be collected 
and the 60,000,000 people will re- 
ceive the benefit. —The American 
breakfast table is free. The tax has 
been removed from an article of 
very limited home production, and 
distributed upon other articles 
which compete with the Ameri- 
can products. That was the prin- 
ciple of the McKinley bill and also 
ot the reciprocity clause and it is 
daily finding more favor with the 
people, as they are ascertaining, 
how it has been misrepresented 
and lied about by a desperate and 
partisan Democratic press. There 
is no reason now why the price of 
sugar should not be speedily re- 
duced to the consumer; if it be 
not the fault is not with the Repuk- 
lican law makers. Free sugar saves 
over $60,000,000 a year to the peo- 
ple of this country, and at the 
same time it interferes in no re- 
spect with American labor, as the 
law provides for’a bounly for what 
little sugar is raised in the United 
- States. 


Ir will not be at all surprising if 
C. P. Huntington raises quite a 
breeze when he gets to San Fran- 
cisco. He certainly will if he is 
honest in his endeavor to get his 
company out of politics. Those 
packages of greenbacks that found 
their way into the lobby of the 
California Legislature from Fourth 
and Townsend streets will give the 
President of the Southern Pacific 
Co. his cue, and from that he can 
extend his inquiries into this State 
with profit to his company. - Mr. 
Huntington is undoubtedly sincere 
in his desire to remove the railroad 
from politics, but his “hired men” 
are hard to conirol—they have had 
the cares of State resting on their 
shoulders too long to quit without 
a struggle, for there is many «a 
snapper to their whip and they 
fear losing some of them if they 
“ get out of politics.”

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


Passed at the Fifteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legisiature, End- 
ing Mareh 19, 1891. 

The Gazetre continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given io full: 

CHAP. XVI. 

Relative to and defines non-judicial 
days and designates Sundays, New 
Year’s Day, Washing'on’s Birthday, 
Memorial Day May 30, Fourth of 
Juiy, Admission Day October 31, 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day, or 
a day oa which a general election is 
held, except for four causes assigned. 

CHAP. XVII. 

An Act to fix the pumber of officers 
and attaches of the islature and to 
define their duties and specify their 
pay. Takes effect April 1, 189]. 

CHAP. XVIII. | 

An Act for the reapportionment of 
Senators and Assemblymen to the 
several counties, as follows:

CHAP. “XIX. 


An Act to transfer certain moneys 
collected as interest on ,public land 
contracts prior to Jan. 5, 1881, and 
wrongfully apportioned to the State 
School Fund. Transfers $38,706 11 
from the State School Fund; one-half 
to the University Contingent Fund, 
and the other half to the General 
School Fund. 


CHAP... XX. 


An Act to provide for the copying of 
the Journal of the Assembly.

The Board of Examiners 
are hereby authorized, in behalf of 
this State, to agree to pay said Jobn 
Mallen five per cent. of all moneys 
that may be recovered upon said 
claims out of the proceeds thereof, 
when collected, in full compensation 
tion for services rendered by him, un- 
der said contracts, up to time of notice

SUGAR BEET CULTURE. 
Soil, Temperature, Rainfall and 
General Cenditions Necessary, 


As experiments in the cultivation’ 


of sugar beets will be made by a num- 
ber this season in this State, the Ga- 
zETTE publishes the following deduc- 
tions arrived at in the cultivation of 
sugar beets elsewhere, and which 
will be found to apply tothe general 
conditions in this State. | 
SOIL. 

While it is claimed that there is no 
definite rule for the chemical compo- 
sition of a soil suitable for the culti- 


vation of the sugar beet and that the 
character for the purpose must be de- 
termined by-actual trial, yet, a sandy 
loam with a subsoil of clay is univer- 
sally recommended. 


TEMPERATURE. 
Temperature and rainfall exercise 
the most pronounced influence not 


only on the yieldin tons per acre but 
also on the saccharine qualities. <Au-’ 
thorities agree that a mean tempera- 
ture near 70 degrees during the three 
summer months is the best adapted 
to sugar beet culture. 

RAINFALL. 

In respect to the rainfall it is neces- 
ssary to call attention tothe fact that 
a wet September and October are 
more likely to injure acrop of sugar 
beets than a moderately dry July and 
August. A wet antumn succeeding a 
dry summer is almost certain to ma- 
terially injure the saccharine qualities 
of the beet before it can be properly 
harvested. 

The amount of rainfall necessary to 
the full development of the sugar beet, 
depends to a large degree on the char- 
acter of the soil and temperature. 
Moisture sufficient to make the de- 
sired growth should come during the 
summer months, giving the last six 
or eight weeks of the season for sugar 
storing. The beet is less liable to be 
affected by dry seasons than most any 
other cropon account of its long root 
reaching far down into the soil, and in 
seasons of drouth the percentage of 
sugar isso much greater that it will 
rargely make up for the shortage in 
yield. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

Dr. McMurtrie in summing up cli- 

matic decisions says: ‘“‘The condi- 


tions are in general, comparatively dry 
and warm spring months during tbe 


time for the pesperation of the soil, |. 


planting and cultivating the crop; 
moderate temperature, abundant and 
frequent rains during the summer 
months, the time for the ultimate de- 
velopment of the crop and its valuable 
constituents ; a coul, dry fall, the time 
for ripening, harvesting and storio 
the crop. If these conditions prevail, 
the results will be good, otherwise 
but medium or even bad.”

The pensioners of the civil war 
will reach their maximum in numbers 
eight or ten years from now if there 
are no more pension laws enacted. But 
the widows’ list will keep on growing 
for a quarter of a century. 
from now there will not be a Grand 
Army man living. . Seventy-five years 
from now a grateful Republic will still 
be reimbursing widows for what their 
husbands suffered at Gettysburg and 
Chickamauga. Women are yet to be 


| born who will become widows of old 
' soldiers and draw pensions for their 


husband’s services in the war of 1861-5. 

There are to-day over 100,000 widows 
on the pension rolls. The pensioners 
number 400,000. These figures will-be 
reversed in twenty years. Ninety-eight 
thousand widows draw $12 a month. 
Last year the civil war pensioners drew 
$71,877,619. The civil war widows drew 
$19,006,857, more than one-fourth of the 
magnificent total. 


A WORM-LIT SEA. 


Venice Lying in a Bath of Glory When 
Night Falls on the Ocean. 

During the whole of the past year, as 
wellas the last five months of 1889, the 
whole of the sea of Venice has been as one 
vast expanse of phosphorescent waves 
whenever lashed to even the slightest 
extent by the winds. Formerly, says 
the New York Journal, this luminous 
appearance had been noticed only at 
intervals of about ten or fifteen years, 
then only from the veginning of sum- 
mer until about the end of harvest, and 
in places abounding with sea grass. 

Now every thing seems changed, the 
whole surface of the sea or gulf appear- 
ing asa sea of pale white fire as soon as 
darkness sets in on a windy night. In 
calm nooks the mere drawing of a stick 
or cane back and forth: through the 
water is sufficient to give the effect of 
an electric flash, the light dying out and 
again returning with the ebullitions of 
the water. A flask filled with the 
water emits no light until shalren vio- 
lently; the introduction of a lead pencil 
or small stick, however, will cause the 
fluid to glow with greater intensity 
than any amount of shaking on the 
part of the experimenter. 

Strained through a fine cloth the 
water loses all of its peculiar proper- 
ties, they having been imparted to the 
cloth, which now flickers and glows all 
over the entire surface like the spot 
where adamp match has been seratched 
in the dark: After the last-mentioned 
peculiarity was noticed scientists made 
examinations of cloths used in such 


operations and were rewarded for their 


pains by the discovery of the light-giv- 
ing midge, a minute worm or maggot,
